3.1(c)(1)(i) Housing Facilities, General... repeated failure to maintain surfaces free of rust that prevents 
the required cleaning and sanitization, or that affects the structural strength of the surface. 

3.3(e)(1)(iit) Sheltered Housing Facilities... repeated failure to maintain surfaces in contact with dogs 
impervious to moisture. 

3.4(b) Outdoor Housing Facilities, Shelter from the elements... repeated failure to provide shelter 
structures that are accessible to each animal in each outdoor facility, and that are large enough to allow 
each animal in the shelter structure to sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, and to turn freely. 

3.4(c) Outdoor Housing Facilities... repeated failures to maintain surfaces that come into contact with 
animals impervious to moisture. 

3.6(a)(2)(f) Primary Enclosures... repeated failure to construct and maintain primary enclosures so 
that they have no sharp points or edges that could injure the animals. 

3.9(b) Feeding... repeated failure to use food receptacles that are located to minimize the contamination 
of excreta and pests. 
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
